The U. S. Department of Labor, 
Region 3 office at Chambersburg, 
Pa., reported that the defendant 
agreed to the payment of back 
wages and to the entry of the 
decree. 


The decree requires the pay­ 
ment of back wages at the appli­ 
cable minimum wage, the keeping 
of suitable records and prohibits 
unlawful shipments in interstate 
commerce. 


On May ll, ll. S. Secretary of 
Labor Arthur J. Goldberg charg­ 
ed Oglebay with violation of the

Act. 


Goldberg charged that the de­ 
fendant failed to pay the applica­ 
ble minimum wage, made unlaw­ 
ful shipments in interstate com 
merce and failed to keep required 
records. 


Federal court was asked to bar 
further violations and to order the

time and pay records and to pro­ 


hibit unlawful shipments in inter­ 
state commerce.

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Elusive Confidence 
In The Economy 


With regard to the economy the president 
of the New York Stock Exchange says that “most 
of the trouble today involves confidence.” 
G. Keith Funston isn t in favor of “some 
quick, across-the-board" tax cut to put added 
consumer spending in the feconomic stream. He 
contends there’s already plenty of money in 
savings accounts that could be used for con-, 
sumer spending if its owners had confidence. 
He says what the econom y really lacks “is 
sufficient investment in new plants and equip­ 
ment and in new products to entice public con­ 
sumer purchases.” He therefore puts the em ­ 
phasis on corporate and high bracket incomes 
in calling for a tax cut to stimulate the economy. 
The tax cut clamor makes political bed­ 
fellows of such curiously assorted protagonists 
as the AFL-CIO. the United States Chamber of 
Commerce and the president of the New York 
Stock Exchange. Although they agree concern­ 
ing purpose they disagree sharply concerning 
method. The AFL-CIO contends the principal 
need is to cut taxes in the lower brackets to 
release 
consumer 
spending 
and 
thus 
give 
business an incentive to expand. 
It isn't apparent that business would take 
off on any significant expansion program with­ 
out evidence of increased consumer demand and 
simply on the basis of a tax cut. 
Similarly, 
there’s no proof that consumers would rush out 
to spend their savings as the result of a tax cut 
that would put relatively little additional cash 
in their hands when parceled out over the 52 
weeks of the taxable year. 
The real question of confidence concerns 
the way the country is being run, Until the gov­ 
ernment learns to live within its income nobody 
can have much confidence in the ultimate out­ 
come.

The New Phase Of The Cold War: How Bright? 


These Days 


Labor And Trade 


G eorge M eany, President of th e AFL-CIO, support­ 
ing P resid en t K ennedy's tra d e bill, offered som e very 
interesting d a ta : 
“ Since 1934 the United S ta te s has ex p an d ed its 
volum e of e x p o rts from $2.2 billion to $20 billion w orth 
of goods in 1901. 
D uring th e first five m onths of 1902, 
ex p o rts w ere running at a r a te of $20.9 billion, 5ro 
ahead of the sa m e period in 1961. 
T hese goods w ere 
produced on A m erican fa rm s an d in A m erican fac­ 
tories. They re p resen t roughly 4% of U.S. to tal output 
of goods and services, incom e to A m erican business­ 
m en, fa rm ers, and w orkers, an d som e 4 m illion export- 
rela ted jo b s.” 
R eferring to our relations w ith the Com m on M arket, 
M eany m ad e the point: 
“ If the C om m on M arket ach iev es its goal, it will 
em erg e as one of the w orld's g re ate st m ass m ark ets. 
It m ay include as m any a s 300 m illion people E x p o rts 
from the U.S. to W estern E u ro p e already am ounted to 
over $6 billion in 1961. 


“ We bought about $4 billion worth of goods from 
them . Thus the balance of trade was over $2 billion 
in favor of the United States last year with this 
potential m arket area, which can grow and absorb 
m ore U.S. products in the future, if the U.S. can 
negotiate effectively with it. 
Further U.S. dealings 
with the Common Market w ill he based upon hard 
negotiation and bargaining, and these negotiations 
must be aided by the legislation which enables the 
U.S. to gradually reduce, through a ‘staging’ pro­ 
cess, the tariffs on a variety of goods if, and only 
if, reciprocity is achieved at the bargaining tab le.” 


T his h a s to be recognized if th e U nited S ta te s is to 
retain its sev en or eight p e rcen t a y e ar of foreign 
trad e. 
It will h av e to he b a rg ain ed for. As th e w orld 
is now constituted, the free m a rk e t has been m ad e im ­ 
passible by world-wide g o v ern m en t restrictio n s. 
The 
Common M arket, which is a grow ing institution, will 
set up b a rrie rs against u s in term s of qu o tas, ex­ 
change arra n g em en ts, tariffs, o r w hatever th ey m ay 
feel is im p o rtan t to them . 
T h e Soviet bloc c u ts off a 
p a rt of tne w orld. The U nited A rab R epublic and its 
Islam ic sa tellites will sooner o r late r becom e a hard 
econom ic bloc. In Latin A m eric a, no such bloc a p p ea rs 
yet. but th ere is strong an ti-A m erican sen tim en t w hich 
needs to be liquidated. 
W hose task is it to b arg ain and to n egotiate? F rom 
the standpoint of the free e n te rp ris e system , it would 
he preferab le if each busin ess en terp rise could b a r­ 
gain on its own. 
But this h a s been m ade im possible 
by the organization of th ese enorm ous governm ent- 
arra n g e d and m anaged blocs. N or can C ongress, w hich 
h as the constitutional au th o rity to p ass legislation on 
this 
su b ject, 
negotiate 
w ith 
these 
v a st 
inter­ 
governm ental com m ercial blocs. 
T here is then in this w o rld som ething alto g eth er 
changed w hich we have to recognize. 
A lthough this 
C ongress is not desirous of ex p an d in g executive au th o r­ 
ity, it is n ev erth eless forced to recognize th a t only the 
P resident an d the S ecretary of S tate can neg o tiate w ith 
foreign g o vernm ents and all international tra d e asso­ 
ciations are governm ent-ow ned and controlled. 
It is difficult for the p riv a te en terp rise system , 
which is fundam ental in A m erican life, to recognize 
the changes w e face in the ex isten ce of th ese altered 
econom ic relationships. G eorge M eany says: 


“ The AFL-CIO believes that the national w el­ 
fare cannot be served unless the legislation adopted 
to expand trade takes into account the facts of 
change, the effects of change and the need to insure 
the strength of the econom y at home. In short, the 
national w elfare will not he served by an effort 
m erely to suppress trade oi ignore those hurt by 
trade. 
The nation will also suffer from efforts to 
depress the American econom y for the sake of an 
international balance of paym ents accounting or a 
tirade surplus on the books. 
A trade surplus must 
be 
based 
on 
domestic 
strength, 
not 
dom estic 
w eakness.”
